A TALK WITH THE PRESIDENT.

The Recenstruction Bill-The Negro
Question — About Impenchment — The
Fresident and Politioal Parties—Genes
¥al Grant—The State of the Country.
Wasnmxgron, July 22,—The following Itoms,

from u conversation with the President since

the adjournment of Congress, are, I think, of
sufficfent interest to entitle them to the dignity
of printer's ink, The first subject mentioned
was the Reconstruction bill, und the speeches
made In both Houses, in which the radicals
asserted that the last veto contained o threaton

t he part of the President not (o carry the mea-

mire luto execution. “These men,” sald Mr,

Johoson, alluding to Boutwell, in the House,

and Smmnner and Howiard in the Senate, “‘are

not fools enough to believe any such thing,

They know very well that there is no lan

usge in the message capable of belng tortured
uto any such meanihg, Theyknow better than
that; but they thought they could make some
capital by pretending 1o put such a construction
on i1, tor the benellt of a great many who won't
read the moessage at nﬁ but will' take their
word for its contents, I neither spid, nor
meant to sny, that | wonldn't execute the bill;
I pever suid, nor meant to say, that of any law

aesed by Congress. My opinion of that wnd
lie other Reconstruction bl\la Is that, Il there
Is uny Constitution left in th's country—If there
is any of it still remaining—ihey are clearly in
violution of it. I think that's as clear as any
proposition in mathemutics ean be, There mny
be doubts a8 to the constitutionality of some
bille, but I don't think there can be any as to
these, and especinlly the lust one. Well, that
bill wns #ent to me for my approval, | couldn's
give my approval, so I sent it back with my
objections, stating why 1 couldn't sign it. Does
that prove, becuuse | vetoed it, that I won't ex-
ecute 1t? 1f they bave disregarded the
Constitution in passing it, as [ think the
have, 1t's no resson why I should dise d it
by not en'cullng @ bill pagsed iu the mode pre-
scribed by the Constitution, by the required two-
thirds majority. A bill may be vetoed either on
the ground of expediency or on the ground of
constitutionality, In cither event it becomes as
much a Jaw aiter it bas been passed by a two-
thirds majority over the veto, as if it imd ré-
ceived the approval of the Executive. So, of
course, there is nothing left for me to do but to
execute that biul until it s either repealed or
modified by Congress, or set aside by a compe-
tent judiciul tribunal, I think these men would
have done s good deal better if, instead of twist-
ing n talse consirucien out of asentence or two
of that message, they had answered some of the
E@ﬁsgnu which I assigned for not approving the

l .

On this subject of the negro question, the
President sald that so far lrom settling, the
recent legislation ol Congress would but inaugu-
rate in real earnest the question of the equality of
the two races, It might have worked ltsell out
to agencalul solution if they had let it ulone;
but they had gaven It a forced growth by the
hasty travsition of the neero from his former to
his present condition in the South, and the
result could vot be goud, The people of the
North, he thought, would =ee this before long,
and there would be a reaction. “*These men,”
said he, *who 1nsist so much on negro equality,
never had any real love tor the negro, There
always was more of what they call negro
equality in the Bouth than in the North: that s,
there has slways been less feeling agsingt the
negro there than in the Norib, and there is Joss
to-day, 1if they would only fet the Bouthern
people alone, There 15 Sumner, for instance—
whit has he ever done tor the negroes? Have you
ever seen his name 10 & subscriplion paper for
their benefit in apy way? [ never have, aud
they are always bringing such thimgs here, nsk-
ing for this, that, nnd the other to elf the poor
and needy among the colored folks, | don't be-
lieve Sumner ever gave s cent. Then agnin,
lnst New Year's day we had s public reception
at the White House. The negroes came along
with the white folks, they mixed in the crowd,

and they were ns well treatod as anybody else, | Culties,

sumner had & reception that day, bot I didn't
hear of any negroes calling on him, and I rzuaau
he wouldn't have trested them very well if they
had called, And yet he will have nothing now
but that the entire machinery ot the ten Btates
in the Bouth shall be put into the hands of these
negroes, and any man who doubts whether this
would be expedient, in view of the pust condi-
tion of the negroes, and thelr lack of oppor-
tunity to fit themeelves tor what he wants to do
with “them, be denouuces as a Rebel and a
traitor, aceording to s potion.”
Mr. Johnson sald he could hardly tell what to
think of the action of the Howse on the question
of wopeachment—tirst ordering the report to be
made, and then refu-ing to let Mr, Wilson make
it.

1 told them
that these Btates must come back somehow, and
it was for them to say whether as friends or ns
tnemies of the dominant tpnrty of the North.
If there were nny Rebels left in the South, the
Republican party could have conquered them
by the course I sugeested, That wase clear o
my mind then, and it = more so now.,”

_Uoncerning the Democratic party of the
North, he sald some Democrals were very res-
sonabie, other: very unreasousble, in toecir de-
mends of him. Bome wanted bhim to give all
the offices to Democrats; others didn't ask sny-
thing of the kind. Some insisted on his ohaniz-
ing his Cabinet and dolng everything to suit
them. 101 had taken all the advice that's becn

Iven to me, 1 dou't know where 1 should have
een by this time. One set of men will come in
and lay down & plan which they think will do
& grest deal of good., They'll go out, and in comes
another set cq]ually confident in an entirely dif-
ferent plan. am always glad to get advice,
but some men get mad at me bocause I don't
take it. They don't appenr to understand how
diflicult it is for me to sce things from the same
stand-point with them sometimes, They are
outside, as it were, and can’t be expected Lo see
all the 'l)earlnml as 1 do, Dut they'il come herc
and storm and fret at me because | won't let
them take charge of me, and do the whole busi-
ness, Now, while I am here, I don't intend to
be taken charge of by auybm‘y. I intend to do
what's right, as nearly a¢ 1 can get at it, and
I won't ghirk the consequences that mny arise
from that course, I can't please everybody,
and it,s no useftrying, It's all very well to got
advice, and I ani thankful tor it always, but the
responsibility tor acting upon it fulls upon me,
#0 1 must be the judge.”

Speakiog of Presidentinl candidates and aspi
rants, Mr, Johneon asked me if I had any wiea
what was the nature ot Geueral Grant's testi-
mnn{ betore the Judiciary Committee, 1 told
bhim I only knew of the rumor that had been
floating about Washington, attributed to Mr.
Eldridge, a Democratic member of the Judiciary
Committee, to the effect that Grant's testimony
made bim a good candidate for the Democracy;
but that I had also heard that the radical mem-
bers of the Committee spserted the very reverse
of this, and claimed the testimony as fitting
Grant for a radical nomination, The President
replied that he bad regarded Grant as an in-
dorser of his Eolioy all along. “You will re-
member,” sald he, *“that the message for which
I was first denounced in the Senate as white-
washing the condition of affuirs in the Bouth,
waa based partly upon information farnished by
Genersl Grant in his report, which accompanied
that message. I have vever spoken very much
to Genernl] Grant on the subject of politics, but
I should be surprised to find out at this time
that be has becn opposed to what I have been
attempting to do for the restoration of the
Bouthern Btates,” These were the words of the
President on thir point, as nearly as I can re-
member them: they expresa the ldea, at an
rate. My impression J& that when Grant's testi-
mony is printed it will be hard to determiune
from it whether Ulysses is on both sides, or on
nelther at the present writing,

Frequently during the conversation the Presi-
dent spoke of the condition of the country as
extremely pertlous and beset with meny diffi-
“First,” sald be, “there are ten States
t1otally dlaur%unlr.cd and torn to pleces, Itis
hard to see how, under the existing lawe, this
matter can be satisfactorily settled up. Then
there Is the Mexican question—and & very com-
plicated question it is, too. Men may talk as
they plense in Congress and on the stump abont
it, but it is & subject rhat must be arranged by
the law of natlons, I don't wish to be uoder-
stood as saying exactly what will be done about
it, but merely to say that 1t will be a difficult
nod cowplicated question lo adjust beiore we
get altogether through with it, en there's a
prear national debt to pay, and the people ars
getting restive J under |heavy |taxation. Then
we bave an Indian war on our hands, the pos-
slble extent and cost of which are not easy to
foresee. Now ull these things demand atien-
tion, and I feur they will be lost sight of in the
gredat stirugele for the Presidency, The country
needs all the friends it can gel now, irrespec-
tive of party, to help save it from breskers,
Any man who will help me in the work is my
friend, I don't care what his politics may be.”

THE ACCIDENT AT MOUNT DESERT.

One Young Lady Rescued.
PEast Eden (July 24) Cor. Springfield Republictn.

A party of nine persons left the wharl at 1
o'clock to-day, for Bouthwest Harbor, consist-
ing of Rey. G. Chase and wife, of Philadel-
phis; Josinh Harmar, Misa Houht nod M lss
Tazewell, of the same city: Mr, and Mrs, Clark,
and Migs Julia Blake, of Framingham. When
off Egg Rock a squall struck the boat, which
immediately sank, and sll on board perished
except Miss Blake., She was rescued by the
ekill and heroism of Captain Royul Higeine, of
this place. He was distant to the windward
about 4 mile, and at once bore down towards
the sufferers. His apchor, with sixty fathom
of cuble, did not reach bottom. He had in his
boat Rev, Mr. Mosely, ol Brookline, and a
small boy. Leaving his boat to their care, he
took to his dory and selzed Miss Blake, who had
hold of an osr, but who was insensible. The
sea was raging and the dory was but a nutshell,
Ehe clung to the oar with a death.grasp, and he
succeeded with great difficalty, in drawing her
into the dory, and st last reaching the boat.
She was brought to the Roberts House, and
here, by the kinduness of the ladies, she is in a
fair way ot recovery.

Those who are conversant with the daneera of
the sea spenk in terms o! admiration of the
conduct of Captain Higgins, Indeed, persons
who witnessed his deed considered at one time
that he was eneulfed in the raging surges, but
he fortovately succeeded in restorine the young
Iady to life, and to the affection of her fumily
and frienda.

There were severnl other boats in the vicinity
of the ncoldent; but the wind was so high and
the =ea o0 rough, they could afford no assist
ance.

FUBTHER DETAILS,

A letter to the Boston Journal glves some ad-
ditional detalls of the sad affalr, ss follows,
dated Bar Harbor, Wedneaday evening:—

This morning two sallboats laden with men
and women, who were guests at the hotel at
Bouthwest Harbor, left that place to sail round
into Bar Harbor. 1t was, of course, a pleasure
excureion, The bouts came round safely, sweep-
jng by our yacht as she lay at unchor, and land-
ing thelr precious ireight at Bar Harbor about
10 o'clock A. M. At 1 o'clock P. M. both these
bonts, and our own yscht as well, got under
way to go back to Bouthwest Harbor azain.
Theéy were ahesad of us, and as the wind and tide
were unfavorable, they stood far out futo the
broad and turpulent walers of Frenchman's
Bay., How merry, with their songs and laughter
and salutes, those doomed men and women were
a8 they swept down by us and stood out to sea |

The wind, which was westerly and came down
upon the bay from the bold ‘mountain shore,
wus very fitful and gusty, and incressed to a
gale almost, coming in severe squsalls that de.
manded the utmost attention and caution. The
two sailbosts, one white and the other blae
held on. The white boat shortened sall, as did
we nlso, and aé did wnother bosatup to wind-
ward, for the squalls were furious, but we
noticed with wonder that the blue boat kept on
all suil, Bhe had eight passaveers aboard, who
must bave niready become very wet, if not
aslarmed,
